‘ warfare is never far from the 
Viet. Nam scene. For many persons 
the fear of escalation into a war with 
Red China is the greatest danger 
of the Viet Nam campaign. And 
such a war, if the worst fears were 
realized, could conceivably—perhaps 
_ inevitably — involve the United

The ex- 
isting B52 bombers, he contends, are 
vitally necessary to any nuclear 
attack on Red China, 

To the fayman, however, the text 
of Dr. Lapp’s statement takes on 
an air of “Dr. Strangelove” and simi-- 
lar spoofs of the nuclear military © 
age, for the almost casual calcula- 
tion of vast destruction exhibits a 
detachment -which the man in the 
street can hardly attain. 

- US. Defence Secretary Mc- 
Namara, for instance, reasons that 
it would take only a portion of the 
American force of Polaris and Min- 
uteman missiles, exploded over 50 
Chinese cities, to “destroy half of

than half of their industry”. 

Dr. Lapp’s reply is that China 
is only one-sixth urbanized and a

“The government buys the 
fur, but the value is not as 
high as it should be because 
of the damage,” he said. 

He estimated the northern 


fur seal population at ‘about 


3,000,000. 

An adult male measures 
seven feet and a fernale five 
feet. They weigh about 600 
and 120 pounds respectively. 

The seals breed in the 


Pribilof Islands and the Rus- 
sian-owned Robbin Islands in 
the Bering Sea. Each year the 
U.S. government harvests a 
certain number of the seals. 
Profits from the furs are 
divided between the treaty 
nations.
